PROGRAM  NOTES 

Because  of  the  inclusion  of  two  holidays — the  birthdays  of  Lincoln  and  Washing- 
ton— in  this  Folio  period,  giving  us  a  good  deal  moTe  prime  time  with  which  to  work, 
you  are  likely  to  find  this  Folio  an  unusually  rewarding  one.  In  addition  to  two  re- 
broadcasts  of  recent  programs  which  have  been  requested  by  many  of  our  listeners 
(Lewis  Mumford  and  Gerard  Piel),  there  are  a  great  number  of  new  programs.  One 
of  the  most  striking  of  these  is  a  program  that  arrived  completely  unheralded  in  the 
mail — a  program  we  have  entitled  CHILDREN  OF  McCOMB.  It  was  recorded  by  two 
young  men  who  are  field  secretaries  for  the  Student  Non-Violent  Coordinating  Com- 
mittee, Thomas  Hayden  and  Robert  Zellner  ( you  may  remember  seeing  their  pictures 
in  local  papers  during  the  period  of  violence  in  McComb  when  they  were  dragged 
from  their  car  and  beaten  by  local  people).  Although  we  were  at  first  at  a  loss  to 
understand  why  the  program  was  sent  to  us,  it  appears  that  Hayden,  the  former 
editor  of  a  college  daily  in  Michigan,  had  visited  the  Bay  Area  two  years  ago  and  had 
at  that  time  become  acquainted  with  KPFA.  He  apparently  realized  that  the  station 
was  one  of  the  few  places  in  the  country  where  their  story  could  be  told. 

Among  the  other  unusual  programs  to  be  found  in  this  Folio  we  might  also  men- 
tion DYLAN  THOMAS  AT  UCLA,  a  program  presenting  the  poet's  interpretation  of 
the  work  of  Yeats,  Hardy,  and  other  Welsh  and  English  poets,  and  MR.  EDISON'S 
AMBEROLA,  which  should  give  you  an  idea  of  the  kind  of  recorded  sound  that  so 
intrigued  people  at  the  beginning  of  the  century.
